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The after final amendment filed 5/27/05 cannot be entered since presentation 
of narrower claims excluding phenyl as a choice for T-Y-Z ring would necessitate 
further consideration and search to determine the applicability of Kulagowski 
alone or combined with additional art for a finding of obviousness under 35 USC 
103. Even if this reason did not exist, rejoinder of nonelected uses after final is 
only permissible if in compliance with 37 CFR 1.1 16. In the present case the 
additional uses being claimed would necessitate a rejection under par.one based on 
assay testing for D4 receptor binding as a reliable indicator of in vivo treatment for 
uses as varied as any and all gastrointestinal disorders vs. cardiovascular disorders 
vs. ocular disorders, etc. Therefore, even if the elected invention was patentable, 
nonelected subject matter would not be. 

The revised parent history has been noted and would have resolved the 
objection to the specification .
